POWEHR ON THE FARM

Ve linve often wondersd why farm-
ers in a eomumunl®s do not form Joinet
stock companltes and buy tractor plows
Lo b operated in the connnunity as
the lovomotive thresher is now used.
The only disadvantage might be that
all the owners of the tractor plow
might ask for its  use at the same
thie, Just as soon s the  ground
shondd get “just right,”

But there are go many splendid re-
sult: from the use of the Lractor
plows that any  disadvantuge could
not long stand in the way. Tractor en-
gines for general farm hauling and
plowing are more gencrally in use in
Anderson county than In ‘any other
b the Bouthcern states.. Nearly haif
af the farm traciors in use in this
state are awned aind used in Ander-
son county.  Wade Drake and Dr.
MetCalln were the ploneers, we be-
Tieve,  Wade Dirake’s greal success as
@ farmer this yer {5 due to his using
none but good sced and his plowing
the ground deep,  He trier to get out
of fow acres that which other farm-
ora fall to get out of nearly twice
the aervage- The great trouble in the
South with reference to farm machin-
ery has been the lack of care given
‘o the implements, but when o farm-
er buys a tractor, he will surely keep
it up. Any man who has 160 acres
i more under cultivation can find
Jlenty of use for a tractor.

Many mules have heen sold and the
mule market {= going to be very high
next spring. It may be poor econ-
omy for the farmere to sell off too
many  of thelr mules until after they
have sowed down about two-thirds of
ielr land in grain—and then they can
zet along without mules and negrocs
ulso,

The already high price of horses s
belng accentuated every day by the
number being sold out of the courltry
for eavalry mounts to be used ahrops
The drain upon th§ American horse
saupply will goon bes uch that wher-
aver posiible mechanieal contrivances
will be used to do their work,
Were we to begin at once it would
roquire five years to replenish the
‘Irain which the war has already mado
upon the horse suppls of the world.
The United States government depart-
meant of agriculture has estimated that
it costs $76 to $80 per year to keep
2 horse, and in a study of horse utll-
ity for a period covering six years, it
was found that he averaged only 3.14
houra of work per day as his contri-
bution tolessening the high cost of
living.

In contrast with this it was tound
that he ate up the entire vield of
me out of every five acres which he
aelped to cultivate, It has been
shown too that for every hour he
worked It cost about 16 cents; where-
ns o full horse power hour can be de-
livered by a high grade oil eagine for
anly two cants per hour, in both COBCH,
intercst, fuel, food and depreciation
helng included.

Again, {n plowing, a .team of twé
hiorsed cah plow only about iwo acres
per day. "‘In doing this they travel
i milos, which 15 a good day's pull
tor horses with a load.

A si.all tractor on the other hand,
the kind which costs less than six
horaes, weighs less than six and with
a capacity dolng the work of twelve—
will plow fully that much in an hour
or 0. It will furthermore plow it
deeper and_keep it up 24 hours each
Aay until the work is completed with-
ol fading, resting or growing thin.
--While it would. not be.wise to dis-
-pose- of - brood - mares - and blooded
itock to satisfy the.foreign buyers, In
Lhe end, perhaps, the increased prices
which their purchases will undoubt-
edly bring about will be beneficial in
‘orelng thousands of farmers to adopt
a acwor and more economical form of
power,
